McLellan brought excellent tostimonials 
of fitness and honesty when ho came to 
this country. He bas been engaged upon 
several important enterprises since hiH 
settlement amongst ua, and Las not in a 
single inatance failed to give eutiKfuctiou 
to tboBO by whom be •was employed. Wo 
should bo sorry, indeed, to learn on un- 
doubted authority that a man whoso frieuda 
have always held him in high oateom 
has at last been guilty of the crimes that 
are laid at Mr. McLellan's door. The ao- 
ousationa cannot rest here. They require 
an immediate investigation. If the Gov- 
ernment bus been really defrauded tho 
country has a right to know it. And if 
tho superintendent has been maligned, ho 
is entitled to the amplest retraction.

Mr. deary's Lecture. 

Mr. P. O'Lenry lectured at Good Tem- 
plar's Hall last evening bofcre a large an- 
dienco of ladies and gentlemen. Mr, N. 
Sliakespoaro presided and intiodiiced Mr. 
O'Leary, wbo is a rapid and fluent speak- 
er, full of foots and jirgiuuonts, and mado 
•an excellent impression. Ho was fre- 
quently interrupted by applause; his 
references to London life wore exceeding- 
ly intersting. 

The lootnror began by saying' tbat drink 
■was the groateat bnuo of the linni iu racj, 
because it was the so rue of no.irly every 
crime as may ba seen in tlio figures of the 
statistician, in the charges of judges and 
presentments of grand juries. What grsat- 
er crime could a man be guilty of than 
beating his wife and starving his children 
when under the influence of liquor? Yet 
it was done by tbonaands both in the old 
and new worlds. In Now York, in 187(3, 
there wore 01,000 persons arrested for 
drunkeness nud disorderly habits formed 
in the 8,000 saloons of that city, and he 
would like to know bow many of those 
people had rained homos and blighted 
prospects? London with its fnilos of gin- 
shops was still worse — tons of thousands 
of unfortunate creatur.is annually filliug 
drunkard's graves and lo.iviug as au iu- 
heritanco to their children misery, ignor- 
ance and pauperism, and yet all this ter- 
rible evil is inflicted on society by the 
liquor traffio. In London there are sov- 
eraliinsurance and other benefit societies 
that have dill'orent mortiility tables for 
their members. In one iiro the abstiinera, 
in the other the drinkers (not the drun- 
kards for they will not bo admitted at all) 
the man who says ho is a moderate drink- 
er only being eligible; yet this good man 
has to pay more premium and recoivs less 
bonus than the tototnler, simply because 
his ohancoi for health and long life are 
not so good. Tho.-ie societies have no 
philantropy in their composition, their 
object being to make as much mouey as 
possible on the capital invested. There 
was a striking evidence of high mortality 
among those who' prided themselves on 
this modoi-atiou. Many ho (the lecturer) 
had heard, even sinco ho had been in 
British Columbia, s.ay that r/hiskey had 
killed so and so, and that somebody else 
VKS a hard case, but us a rule what made 
a man a hard case but the groggory and 
their gambling table? If the groggery 
aiid its surroundings wore good, why pre- 
vent your children and wives from going 
there? This you have no right to do, be- 
cause what is good for you ouglit to bo 
good for them; but the fact of the matter 
is you don't want to contaminate those to 
whom you owe protection. Yet why go 
yourself if you wish to be respectable? 
Against the trade I have not a ^yord to 
say, bacauso tiio law allows it in the same 
sense that it allowes .--hacklps to bo put 
on the limbs of the slave; but the growth 
of intelligence and a higher civilization 
rent them forever asunder, and sooner or 
later the same great irresistible power 
wiU overturn the liqfl'or dernqn tliatniakos 
oriminals out of boys who on their brows 
bear tho stamp of the Omnipotent, but 
which, by the drinking house and gambl- 
ing d^n, is transformed into tho brand of 
Cain, and going from bad to worse often 
ending their days as iunintos of poor- 
houses, prlaous (ind lunatic asylums. 
Women had c^s mu'oh.righji to go to grog- 
geries as their husbands or fathers, but 
in America oud Canada it is not consider- 
pd respeotalilo for thcuvi to do so. Yet 
both those countricj are said to bo birth- 
places of women's rights. In thu old 
oonntvios women have this ri^ht, and tl;o 
result is a deal of fomalo drunkenness, 
degradation and sin. Arguing tliis huIj- 
joet to its end be would ask what right iia;i 
^ man to enjoy tho pleasures of the saloon 
ijnd not allow his 'vvifo to accompany 
•Jiim? It is for tho simple reason Ihut ho 
would expect she might becomo as Vile 
as himself, for all tho nobility of his na- 
ture is crushed out by tho sensual fiend 
of intomporanco. Mr. IU#i«rdson, tho 
g[reat English hygenist, speaking on this 
subject, yaya; "Thu oritno-produuing,

drunkard and tho drunkard comniits 
murder. Is not society rosnonsiblo? Tho 
prjnoiplps of law ought to iJo the wpl|bo- 
fpg of the oommunityj but how far does 
the liquor business benefit a pooplo? 
Facts abd figures, which arc stubborn 
things, prove beyond yea or nay that in 
proportion to tho capital invostod it re- 
turns less to tho labor market tlian any 
other trade, ^vhilo millions t.f bnsiiels ol 
gi;iiift are linniially dpatroyiul to uiannfue- 
TOW'^ti'ftrtiMe that iasubvorHlvo of public 
morality, true Ohristianity and tho higher 
f6rm8 of civilization, 1' know full well 
thoro are in tho liquor trade thousands of 
good men— generous, kind and well dis- 
posed— mou who wigh their fellow-Mea- 
ij^ree ^v^ry hi^ppitjesg, tiub I do Bay tnat 
tl}e qusinpss thejf' fvro origa8?od in has on 
them' a demoraliamg'effect. I have in the 
old oouutries seen on Sunday mornings 

S}iug to church or obopel men who, on 
a Saturday night ol H^y own knowledge, 



supplied tho drunken workman with li- 
quor and took his money without com- 
punction, letting him go to a squalid 
home and a miserable family too often 
destitute of food. It is against this great 
wrong I am speaking, and not against 
men, for if tho trade was branded by pub- 
lic opinion as di'^rcijutnblo thousands now 
engaged in it would scorn to lead their 
fellowman to his downfall, (Here tho lec- 
turer quoted from tho works and speeches 
of several medical men to show that drink 
made neither blood, bone, sinews, 'mns- 
ole, in fact, that it did not assimilate with 
the blood and conBequeutly did far more 
injury than good.) Tho lecturer went 
on: If it is medicine lot it be labelled and 
sold as such so that tho sick may get 
alcohol in its jjurity and not the many 
vile comijounds with which it is now 
adulterated, Dr, Carpenter, one of tho 
greatest living authorities, says, "Tho 
action of alcohol' upon tho animal body in 
hoaiih is essentially poisonous, producing 
such disturbance in the regular oourso of 
vital action as when a suliicieut dose or 
doses is admiustorod it becomos fatal," If 
this is done by pure alcohol how much 
worse itis wheU adulterated with active 
poisons because anything olso than poi- 
son woulddestroy its iuto.xicating powers, 
Dr,Cox, nnalyist to tba city of Cinciuatti, 
says in a repoit to tho Legislature of Ohio 
that out of six hundred inspections mado 
by him over ninety per cent, were adul- 
terated by tho mo'st poisonous poisons. 
This was a terrible state of things and un- 
fortunately they existed 'nearly ovoiy- 
wbero, but particularly among tho Eng- 
lish spcakiijg races and more in tho old 
countries than oven in tho United States 
or colonies. Education is doing a deal 
for tho toilers of tho world for it is rapid- 
ly breaking down the theory of casteism 
which had a tendenoy to perpetuate pover- 
ty to one class and riches to the other; 
now thoro is a furbishing up of thought 
which enlarges tlio mind and sharpens 
tho understanding, and this in tho near 
future will bring al)out a universal bro 
thorhood and reformation in the lives 
and actions of men. This grand temper- 
ance principle is not one of creeds or 
sects, because drink will make theclergy- 
mon of any creed di nnk, and when is that 
state ho is bereft of reason as much aa 
any other man, Uo (Mr. O'Lenry) was a 
Catholic and no douht among his bearers 
there were pooplo of dilferont denomina- 
tions, and to each he taid, with all his 
heart, -worship God according to the 
dictates of conscience; but ho would add, 
you will do it better as an abstainer than 
as a drinker; you will bo tho better son, 
the better parent, tho better citizen, tlio 
better Christian, and tho better man. Was 
there one in tho room who bad not in 
some way suffered from drink either in 
the loss of health, loss of property, loss 
of reputation, or iu tho sendinf of a near 
and dear friend or relative to the silent 
tomb. Ho ventured to say thoro was not, 
for drunkenness and gambling are vices 
that are eating away tho very vitals of so- 
ciety, and ho would say to the man who 
encourages tho youth of the laud to in- 
dulge in them — "God forgive you for tho 
crime you are committing." Temperance 
was the oi'posito to drunkonc-ss as may be 
seen in the homo of the man that practice 
it, because it brings a godd name, a clear 
conscience, sound health, a full pocket 
or, at all events, pockets better filled than 
if ho paid a shilling for drink, to what the 
greatest reader of human nature tho world 
ever saw (William Shakespeare) said— 
"steal away tho brains," Sobriety is no 
virtue because it is our natural state and 
tho one God intended us to bo iu it. For 
that reason I don't care about saying any- 
thing in its praise because we make no 
sacrifice. When we are sober our com- 
mon sense guards and guides us and to 
those dependant on us for food, clothes, 
education and protection wo do our duty. 
He (Mr. OLeary) had worked as h.ird as 
any man iu the room as a labourer, aud a 
mechanic and during the latt five years 
had travelled extensively both iu the old 
world and the new, after having to eudnro 
hardafai^S of one kind orauother, and ha 
did it without English gin, Irish potoon, 
Scotch dew of Ben Novis' or Aincriean 
forty-rod whisky. There are nov/ mil- 
lions of abstainers, from tho judges on 
tho bench to tho law-maker in the Soiialo, 
and from tho greatest capitalists to tho 
humblest workman, and \yho will say they 
are not better rum than your whiskey 
saturated drunkards? Nay, they are bet- 
ter than your drinker for tho Insurauco 
societies s.iy so and to them it is a mut- 
ter of pounds, shillings aud penco. Mr. 
O'Leary wound up his lecture by a pow- 
erful appeal to all p^'osont to sign tho 
pledge and then to assist in making others 
do tho same, for in the language of the 
poet, "Honour or shame from no condi- 
tion rise, act well you'' part, there all the 
honour lies." 

At tho clojo of tl'O lectnro Mr. Court 
ney, P.M., in a few well-tuned reiiiaiks, 
liropoai'd a veto of thanks to the lectnrHr. 
Hon. Mr. Smithe secondt'd, roniarkiiig 
that he hoped Mr. O'Leary would leclura 
again in this city prior to taking his de-

tubjoot to any timber license covering tho 
8 inio which may bo in force at tho timo 
of such sale, or may bo granted within 
throo years from tho dale of such sale; 
and all piiio trees of largor growth than 
twelve inches iu diaiueler at tho butt may 
1)0 cut ami romovtrd from such iand under 
a timber lioenso law fully in force, but 
tho purcliasor of thu laud, ur those claim- 
ing under tho purchaser, may cut and 
use such trees aa may be necoasivty far tho 
purposes of buildinj, fenoing, and fuel on 
tho hind so })urchaaed, and may also cut 
and dispose ol — but the hitfor only under 
a seltlnr'n iieenso duly ohtained from tho 
local Indian Superintt-ndoiit or Agoiit — 
all trees i(;(|uiruil to bo ronmvcd in uatu- 
nlly clearing the liuul for cultivation. 
But no i^iuo trees, excopt for necessary 
building, fencing, and fuel, as aforesaid, 
hludl b(! out beyond the limit of such 
ai^tual clearing buforo tho isfiuo of thu [lat- 
cut for suoli laud.

DELAYED DISPATCHES. 

(Orogonian.) 

EUROPE. 
London, Nov. 29.— Tho London Sland- 
ard further says of Lord Derby's remarks 
to a deputation which waited on him yes- 
terday to inform him that ConBtantino))]e 
was in danger, and that ho really ought to 
do something, especially if ho could .•{ot 
Austria to help him : Tho foreign secre- 
tary was ablo to point out that tho policy 
of tho present government is to wit: The 
abandonment of Turkey, except so far as 
our own interests required wo should re- 
sist her enemies, was resolved upon aud 
declared oven before tho agitation con- 
cerning tho outrages in Bulgaria, Having 
thus reassured his audience that tho poli- 
cy of the government was not dictated by 
St, James aud would not bo altered by it. 
Lord Derby was also ablo to say: "Wo 
havo spoken in as Rtroug terms as diplo- 
matic usage ijermita of the necessity of 
not allowing Oonstantinopleiw .paas into 
other hands than those that 'now hold it. 
Upon that point wo can only refer you to 
the language wo hold at tho beginning of 
the war, from which wo do not intend to 
part iu tho slightest degree," Lord Der- 
by's second point was, that although wo 
need not yet talk of intervention still, 
should it oome to that, we must not rely 
upon Austria. One of the deputation had 
said that Austria was ready to do some- 
thing provided England oucouraged her. 
Tho reply was explicit; 1 think I can lay 
claim for myself that I havo missed no 
opportunity of knowing what are tho ideas 
and feelings of tho Austrian government, 
and I content myself with expressing my 
diesont from this opinion. 

Tho Slandard, howover, finds eauso for 
dissatisfaction iu tho absonco of any re- 
ference to the jiossibility of a soparato 
peace betwoon liussia and Turkey, and 
says in conclusion: "England has a stake 
in tho issue of tho conflict which it is im- 
possible for her to noglect or ignore. Of 
tho bystanders, she is^ most nearly inter- 
ested in either of tho only two possible 
results of the b.attle, the total collapse of 
Turkey or a private arraugcmont between 
her and Paissia. Any day may bring us 
news of eithfir event, aud whon that day 
comes how .shall wo bo prepared for it? 
That is a question which the'English-peo- 
plo aro now asking themselves.'and we are 
sorry that Earl Derby cannot give us any- 
tliing more comfortiug than tho well worn 
assurance that Constantinople is not to 
pass into Russian hands." 

London, Nov. 2S. — A Berlin correspon- 
dent says negotiations between Germany 
and tho United States for a mutual naturai 
lization treaty to supersede treaties how in 
force with soparato Gorman states, are ftr 
a treaty on a much wider basis than has 
hitherto been stated, Tho treaty is to 
sottlo all international questions which 
havo hitherto caused a misuuderstauding, 
such aa naturalization, extradition, com- 
mercial intercourse, the:' marriagei law, 
and iirotection of trade marks. 

Paiiis, Nov. 28. — Delegates of trades' 
councils of this city who went to tho 
Elysco to-day wore received by Viscount 
de Haroourt, secretary to tho president, 
who said that President MnoMahon re- 
gretted he was unablo to reosive them. 
The delegates presented an address to tho 
president, calling attention to the stagna- 
tion of trade iu Paris and to tho fact that 
many workmen and others aro reduced to 
misery and embarrassment. The address 
concludes: "Wo think it lies with you to 
end this disastrous and dangerous situa- 
tion, and avoid the conflict threatening 
between the powers of state, by giving 
complete satisfaotion to the wish which 
was clearly and loudly expressed at the 
recent eleotions."

San PKANOisob, Nov, 28.— E. J. Bald- 
win, Archie Borland, aud Juo. T. Hall, 
havo called a meeting of dissatisfied 
stockholdara of Justice mine, to bo bold 
at the Pacific board room, Saturday, De- 
comber 1st, at 2 o'clock, to find out as 
they say what has boon done with all the 
assessments and bullion taken out of tho 
mine, and why a very valuable part of tho 
mino was secretly given away for a dollar. 
This latter clause im said to bo based on a 
transfer of a valuable portion of .Justice 
mino to tho AUa IMiuing Co. for one 
dollar. • Some $1,300,000 liavo been 
collooted from asse^Bmeiits in the past 
twelve months, besides bullion produeed, 
and tho gentlemen who have signed the 
call claim aro said to have "nosed out" 
something as to whero it has all gone,
